obtain such in the present uusettied con-
dition of the public mind. Upon the
whole Blaine is shown to be far ahead
i1 the favor of the Republicans and
Tilden with the Democrats, though noth
ing can be more confidently predicied of
the presidential conventions next year
than that neither of these gentlemen
will be the choice of his party. From
Pennsylvauia they are given as largely
leading in the affections of the peopie;
and from this county the only centres of
information reported are Columbia and
Laneaster ; at the former Edmunds and
Raudall are reported the favorites, and
at the latter Blaine and Tilden. All of
this is, of course, very inconsequential,
anid even were it a fair exponent of pap
ular sentiment as it stands today, n
would beof little value as a guide board
to theevents of next year. The expe
rience of nearly every mnational couven
tion has ULeen the defeat of Lhe
favorites and the nomination if not of a
dark horse at least o1 some candidate
whos2 start was  very unprouising,
Many important political events are 1o
take place botween the present time and
the presidential uominations; chicl
awong them being the pending fall elec
tiong, the organization and the work of
Congress ; and they may as radically
clhange the present status of candidates
as they will eertainly influenee the final
choice of tLem,

As for the Penusylvaunia emocracy,
we feel quite sure that they are to no
great degree lixed in purpose aslo the
candidate of their party next year. Their

immediate concern is nuobt with that
matter, and any one who sels up
for a leader of them and  seeks

now Lo disturb the organization with
this remoter question will b= taken by
the ear and senl Lo the rear.

DEATH Or GENERAL TON THUNS,

A Famous Man of Small Btature—Miscel-
lany of all Sorts—The Drift of
Carrent Life,

Charles Heywood BStratton, kuown to
the public as *‘ General Tom Thumb,”
died yesterday morning, of apoplexy, at
his residence, in Middleboro’, &m.. in
the 46th vear of his age. The general
was the oldest and best known ecariosity
in America. He was born in Bridgeport,
Conn., in January 1832, and when ten
years old was engaged by P. T'. Baroum,
who dubded him *‘ General Tom Thumb"’
and introduced him to the public at the
American museam, New York, on De-
cember 8, 1843, Although but ten years
old, the general was s0 precocious that

manager gave the pablio to understand
that the midget had passed his twentieth
year. In February, 1844, Barnum took
the general to Europe and exhibited him
in London and the provincial towns for
more than a year. On returning to Amer
ica General Tom Thumb made a tour of
the prineipal cities and became quite fa-
mous. Barmum engaged a company of
dwarfs, and among the number were Gen-
eral Tom Thumb, Commodore Nutt and
and the Warren sister, Minnie and La-
vinia.

The general became infatuated with
the Warren sisters. He was, however,
unable to decide which he should marry
and his delay enraged the commodore, who
also had his eyes fixed on the fascinating
little women. When Nutt asked Stratton
for an explanation of his delay the general
slapped the commodore’s face. This in-
diguity so the latter that he
procured a revolver and vowed that he
would kill his insulter., This affair came
very near breaking up the combination,
but Barnum finally pacified the principals
and on February 10, 1863, the general
married Miss Lavinia. An immense
crowed witneased the marriage ceremony
and at the museunm the newly-married
couple were greater aitractions than ever.
Some months latter Commocdore Nutt
married Mionie Warren,

Tom Thumb and his wifo made a tour
of Europe in 1865 and the intenss patriot-
ism of the American mite was the subject
of much comment. He visited England
several times after that and made a good
deal of meney. He left Mr, Barnum several
years ago and manag:d himself and wife
in their travels about the country. He
and Nutt were always jealous of each
other. When, in 1879, a dozsn dwarfs
and Col Goshen, tho giant, were engaged
to trave! and play ‘‘Jack, the Giant
Killer,” the general and tho commodore
and their wives were of the party, but the
brother-ic.laws quarreled and Lavinia’s
busbaud withdrew from the combination.
As he advanced in years tha general beo-
came very fleshy and it aonoyed him
greatly. In his early life his habits were
regular and temperate, but after his infant
daughter died he dravk a great deal. It is
estimated that his cstate is worth about
£50,000. He owned the fine house he died
in and a valaabls farm nsar Bridgeport.

SUME ISPROVERENTS AND REPAIRS,

The Western Market—Fino Street and the
©i1d  Vaait.—The HStreet Hallwsy's
 Elevated Track.”

The locality of West Orange aand Pive
streets—just now the centre of the ‘¢ West
End "—presents a busy and very lively
scene, the cause being the building of tho
new Western market, located aloag Pine
street, from Orange to Grant ; the grading
of Pinestreet from Orange to West King,
aml the repairing of the street railway
along Orange at the junection of Mary
street, The last named, bLowever,
is a very questivnable improvement
—and *‘thereby hangs a tale.,”
For several days past workmen
have been engaged in relaying the ties
and raising the track. Buot they overdid
the business aud the result was a sort of
‘ elevated railvay * some hundred feet
in length along Orange street and across
Mary, about eight or ten inches above the
street level, so high in fact that it was
impossible for vehicles to drive over it.
More than this, they toro up the ecity’s
crossings, throw the tlag stones aside and
planted wooden ties ** across *’ the cross-
ings, so that it was somoewhat of a feat
for even pedestrians to get over it. Of
course, peopls growled about it, bat
nobody seemed to know by what
right  the ecompany did it, nor
did any one appear with the author-
ity to stop it. The workmen said
they were obeying the directions of the
president of the company, Mr. J G.
Peters, and the city regulator (interviewed
on the spot), said * the company were
doing it on their own aunthority, and it was
an outraze that they should be allowed to
s0 rain the street.” On tho other hand, a
dircctor of the company said the street
committee had anthorized it. So the work
went on until Friday, when, fortunately,
Street Commissioner Lezan happened to be
in the neighborhood superintending the
grading of Pine street, and his attention
was called to it in 2 manner much ** more
forcible than polite’ by an indignant tax-
payer. Mr. Lovan accordingly sought Mr.
Poters, and alter a rather scormy inter
view told him the track must be sunk four
inches, This was done on Baturday, but
it is yet a considerable height above the
strect level, and unless ihe latter is filled
up to it, will bz a regular ** wagon
breaker *’ tor a long time and as heretofore
remain a onisance to the thoroughfare.

Some time ago councils roferred to the
street committee the matter of grading
Pine street, from Orange to West King
at the hoad of Dorwart., DProposals were
received and the work awarded to Davis
Kiteh, jr., for 100, He afterwards threw
the job up and the next bidder offered to
take iz 2t 8110 ; bai the street commis-
gioner claimed that the work could be done
for less money, besides saving to the city
for other uses the earth takea therefrom,
The work is now going on under hisdi
reetion, the earth being carted to and to
be used in filling up West Lemon street.
A dozen horses and earts, with as many
men, are engared in it and it seems almost
certain that the street commissioner will
*¢ come ont at the little end of the horn”
in his ecalenlation, as a depth of ground
ranging from 7} inches to 6 or 8 f{eet has
to be removed. It will be remembered
that tiis part of Pioe street runs over the
old Rieker beer vault, which involved the
eity in litization in tha settlement of dam-
ages. This vault was built by Senn &
Stroble abont eighteen years ago, and was
used by them, afterwards by Wacker and
lastly by Frank Rieker, but for teveral
years back hias beon unused, during which
time, there being a spring in it, it has
gradually fillad with water, uotil now it
contains many hnndreds of gallous, being
some GO by 20 fesr, and probably 15 feet
deep. Few of the many psople who have
daily passed over it sines the opening of
Pine street thoaght or know of the great
bady of water that lay under their feed,
anid the exisience of it was hardly known
antil last Friday whenthe great plow used
by Dun Tiewitzin plowing up the street
tore off the rotien planks that covered
tha *‘vent hole,” Tiw horses or even
the men mizht casily havo fallen into it.
It has since been carclessly left uncovered,
a terrible danger to any uuwary pedes-
teian, The vanlt was built at a time when

Dr. Benj. Musser, azed 63, died at his
residence, on East Main street, Strasburg
borongh, ou Satarday afteruoon at twenty
minutes after four, of paralysis, with
which ho was attacked on Friday, July 6.
